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MONEY AND POLITICS 
Can a man of modest means find success 
in the field of politics? 
The problem of many a would-be mayor 
or governor or congressman or president 
are often insuperable because of an acute 
lack of money. 
Rich men always have taken an active 
role in American politics, either in person 
or behind the scenes, and on balance it 
has been to the preat good fortune of the 
Republic. Nevertheless, there was a time 
when money was an embarrassing hin­ 
drance and the ability to point to a log- 
cabin or middle-class background a distinct 
advantage to a politician. 
Today, because of the fantastic costs of 
campaigning, great private wealth seems 
almost a prerequisite for a career in politics, 
at least on a national scale. The outstand­ 
ing men of both parties— the Kcnnedys, 
Rockefellers, Johnsons, Romneys, Percys, 
Scrantons—either were moneyed to begin 
with or acquired it along the way. 
Fortunately, money and ability arc not 
necessarily mutually exclusive. 
In 
fact, 
possession of the former is usually a good 
indication of the latter. 
There are also 
plenty of exceptions to the rich man-elected 
man equation. 
Politics is still an open profession. 
A 
man may not be able to enter it with a big 
splash, but if he has talent and can make

The accusation m akes no objective sense, 
for the Soviet ships go on docking at the N orth 
Vietnam ese port of Haiphong and the Russian- 
built SA-2 surface-to-air missiles keep on knock­ 
ing U.S. bombing planes out of the skies over the 
Hanoi area. But, just in case Ho Chi Minh is 
doomed to fail, the Red Chinese have their excuses 
ready. The word will go out through Red China 
th at Moscow has let the Southeast Asian revolu­ 
tion down. 
That isn’t the way they will be hearing it in 
the western Com munist world, however. At the 
recent celebration of the Bolshevik Revolution in 
Moscow’s Red Square, the Soviet M inister of 
Defense. M arshal Rodion Malinovsky, made the 
usual ritualistic denunciation of the "im perialist 
United States," which was behaving "crim inally” 
in Asia. He also pledged more Soviet aid to Hanoi. 
But the really interesting thing in the Malinovsky 
speech was the way he hedged his bet on Ho Chi 
Minh. Communist China, he said, was obstructing 
Soviet and E ast European aid to North Vietnam, 
and m aking it difficult for Ho to win a victory 
that could otherwise, with world socialist unity, 
be achieved. 
M alinovsky’s alibi was quite in line with the 
sim ilar alibi offered by Arvid Pelshe. a member 
of the Moscow politburo. Listening to the Russian 
alibis was a little too much for Red Chinese dip­ 
lom ats in Moscow. They walked out of the anni­ 
versary m eetings in protest. 
The res{)ective alibis concocted in Moscow and 
Peking could mean that Ho Chi Minh will wake 
up one fine morning to discover he has been cast 
in the role of the patsy, or fall-guy. 
But the Rus­ 
sians, we may be sure, will try to sweeten the pill 
for him by an effort to win at least something by 
the diplomacy of "peace-m aking" that the Viet 
Cong hasn't been able to win on the battlefield. 
The alibi prepared by Moscow in case an arm is­ 
tice must oe accepted w ill bo uscd^ to justify any 
compromises m ade necessary by U.S. bargaining at 
the peace table. 
And Ho, who can’t m anufacture 
an SA-2 missile or a Mig plane, will have to take 
what is presented to him. 
The danger in the Red com petition in alibi- 
making is that big. good-hearted Uncle Sam will 
try to make it easy lor both Mosc m and Peking 
to* save face. But’ this is som ething that may 
take more ingenuity than can be m ustered by 
even our mast adept experts in appeasem ent.

Wants to Turn 
On U. S., World, 
I^eary Remarks 


BOSTON (AP) — Dr. Timothy 
Leary says he wants to "turn 
on” the United States and then 
the world with LSD. 
In an inverview on WNAC ra­ 
dio’s “Boston Forum ” Wednes­ 
day night, Leary claimed Amer­ 
icans are living in an “insane 
asylum.” 
“American life is materialis­ 
tic, it’s mechanized, it’s sold out 
to things. . .television sets and 
so forth,” he said. 
Leary, an advocate of the free 
use of LSD, is a former lecturer 
at Harvard University. He was 
asked to leave Harvard after 
officials 
became 
concerned 
about his experiments with the 
hallucinatory drug. 
Leary has since formed the 
“League 
for 
Spiritual 
Discov­ 
ery,” which he says is a reli­ 
gious movement based on the 
use of LSD to seek god. 
Leary said the league’s aim is 
to “raise the spiritual level of 
the United States. We’re going 
to have to straighten out he 
whole American scene.”

Says Monopolies 
In News Business 
Can Retard Vigor 


NEW YORK (AP) — Journal­ 
ist Mark Ethridge says he feels 
that “ the growth of (newspa­ 
per) chains and monopoly situa- 
tions 
have 
greatly 
neutralized 
the 
vigor 
of 
the 
editorial 
pages.” 
Ethridge, 
consultant 
to 
the 
publisher and director of News- 
day. 
Long 
Island 
newspaper 
published in Garden City, also 
says that newspaper editorials 
are too bland. 
Told at Lecture 
Ethridge, a 1966 fellow of Sig­ 
ma Delta Chi, the professional 
journalistic 
society, 
made 
the 
statements Wednesday night in 
the Sigma Delta Chi Foundation 
Lecture at Columbia University. 
He said some papers have sur­ 
rendered their voices to colum­ 
nists. but the influence of the 
columnists has been lessened as 
th news services and other spe­ 
cial services provide more and 
more interpretive reporting. 
Also, he said, more publishers 
are beginning to take an inter­ 
est in their editorials, and this 
loaves less power to the colum­ 
nists. 
He 
said 
newspapers 
should 
“ take 
back 
the 
voice 
they sun%ndered to the colum­ 
nists.” 
S|>e«ak.ng of columnists, 
Eth­ 
ridge said: 
“ Some 
of 
them 
still 
rock 
along, but it seems to me. . .that 
the liberals are tired and the 
conservatives 
tiresome. 
There 
is 
mor 
pontificating. 
more 
griping, more off-the-cuff reflec­ 
tion and less digging and cer­ 
tainly less contribution to public 
thought.” 
Play It Safe 
Ethridge 
said 
a 
number of 
chain papers are directed by 
‘central 
office 
thinking 
that 
inclines to play it safe.” and he 
added: “monopoly tends to indi­ 
cate the middle course of mod­ 
eration.” 
He said the drive for modera­ 
tion has led many publishers to 
feel that the ends of the political 
spectrum should be represented 
by columnists. 
Ethridge 
said 
“ there 
never 


has been a dearth of things for a 
good newspaper editor to write 
about.” He named such issues 
as 
poverty, 
civil 
rights 
and 
re a pportionment. 
Today’s 
editorials, 
he 
said, 
must be geared to the fact that 
today’s readers are better edu­ 
cated, younger and more urban­ 
ized than those of a generation 
ago. 
Ethridge, who has been a lec­ 
turer at the University of North 
Carolina, told of asking his stu­ 
dents at the beginning of last 
semester what was wrong with 
American newspapers.

said 
the 
most 
frequent 
criticisms 
were 
alleged 
low 
starting 
pay, 
poor 
personnel 
practices and not enough local 
and originally produced copy.
